ample, more than 1,000 sticks of dyna- 
mite were involved, plus 2,000 gallons 
of kerosene, 1,000 gallons of 100- 
octane gasoline and 500 liquid gallons 
of napalm. Once ignited by the flame- 
throwers, the old mill, provided for 
the picture by the International Paper 
Company, would have burned by itself. 
But Stone wanted a truly spectacular 
blaze, hence the addition of incendiary 
elements. 

The scene involving burning of the 
mill was filmed at Veronia, Oregon. 
“We had federal, state and motion 
picture technical experts check every 
phase before we torched the mill,” 
Stone explained. “The actors, prin- 
cipally David Janssen and Joyce Tay- 
lor, were satisfied that there was no 
serious personal danger and were will- 
ing to enact their roles without the 
use of stunt doubles. The whole effect 
would have been lost if we had had 
to rely on long shots of the players 
rather than being able to move in for 
close-ups with the actual blaze around 
them.” 

In spite of all precautions, a pre- 
mature explosion of overheated dyna- 
mite almost caused disaster. Actors, 
crew and the Stones fled for their 
lives, leaving a locomotive in which 
they were filming alongside the blaz- 
ing mill. 

At the last second, a special effects 
technician, Herman Townsley, mounted 
the locomotive and, although never 
having operated one in his life, moved 
it to safety along with the equipment 
and the exposed film. 

For the trestle scene, other risks oc- 
curred. Two straight days of rain had 


weakened the 500-foot-long structure 
to the point that a strong wind could 
topple it and the railroad cars. With no 
possibility of retakes, the picture would 
have been ruined. 

However, on a day that started with 
a driving rain, a one-hour break in the 
weather occured. Stone got his shot 
and it was even better than he had 
anticipated. The cars fell individually 
as if on cue, then the whole trestle 
disintegrated.

When an autograph seeker mistook

FIRE PREVENTION 


There are many products on the market today 
used to prevent fire or to control it. Fire ex- 
tinguishers, hoses, sand buckets and shovels, 
sprinkler systems, fire doors, fire alarm systems 
and fire-resistant building materials such as 
asbestos are but a few. Tie-in with local dealers 
who handle these various goods. Arrange for 
co-op advertising in newspapers as well as win- 
dow and counter displays featuring scene stills 
from the film. Include theatre and playdate 
credits. 


HUSBAND-AND-WIFE TEAMS 


Virginia and Andrew Stone are unique in Holly- 
wood as a husband-and-wife producing teams. 
Through local newspaper invite letters from hus- 
bands and wives describing unusual undertakings 
that they have done as a husband-and-wife team. 
Have winners interviewed on a local TV show, 
seeing that mention is made of the film. Guest 
tickets to runners-up. 


STREET STENCIL 


A street stencil will be a valuable selling aid for 
your playdate. Make a stencil of title, RING OF 
FIRE, spelled out inside a ring. Stencil sidewalks, 
fences, posts, windows of empty shops and other 
places where it is sure to be seen. By stenciling 
your town ten days before playdate you will have 
people curious to know what the RING OF FIRE 
is, and create much interest. 


MATCH COVERS 


Match covers will get attention for your playdate. 
Imprint them with title and theatre and playdate 
credits plus a fire prevention slogan. Send to disc 
jockeys, editors, reviewers and police and fire 
departments.

GAS APPLIANCES 


Jets in the burners on top of gas stoves are 
generally arranged in a ring. Tie-in with local ap- 
pliance stores, department stores and other ap- 
pliance dealers for a stove promotion that will 
have your boxoffice cooking with gas. Use title 
as ad line, ‘‘For delicious meals cook with a RING 
OF FIRE. Let a convenient, modern gas stove from 
Miller's be your gateway to luxurious living.”’ 
Arrange for co-op ads in newspapers plus win- 
dow and counter displays using appropriate stills 
from the picture with your theatre and playdate 


credits. 
BOY SCOUT EXHIBITION 


Is there an active Boy Scout troop in your com- 
munity? They can help sell RING OF FIRE for 
you. Invite local Boy Scout members to put on a 
fire-building exhibition in front of your theatre 
stressing safety factors. Demonstration should 
show ways in which men have built fires through 
history, using flints, pieces of wood, matches and 
other fire-making devices. Have them show the 
correct way to build a fire outdoors so that it will 
not cause injury or damage. Assemble troop in a 
ring holding torches for a fitting conclusion. 


SCREEN FOR POLICE AND 
FIRE DEPARTMENTS

MUSIC 


Duane Eddy, popular guitarist, has recorded the 
title tune on Jamie records. Tie-in with local 
record shops for window and counter displays 
utilizing stills from RING OF FIRE and giving 
theatre and playdate credits. Play record in lobby 
and send to disc jockeys and newspaper film and 
record reviewers. 


TEASER STICKERS 


Teaser stickers will be a valuable asset in pro- 
moting RING OF FIRE. Have your sign shop make 
up ring-shaped stickers imprinted with title and 
credits plus the outline of a flame. Place stickers 
on fences, posts, window fronts of empty shops, 
auto windshields and bumpers, and other places 
around your town. 


LETTER WRITING CONTEST

fire and its inhabitants must flee their homes. 
This suggests a contest on the following subject:

RING CONTEST 


The word “‘ring’’ is used to denote many types of 
objects, which are not necessarily similar, for 
example: wedding rings, circus rings, boxing 
rings, piston rings and bathtub rings. For a con- 
test that will get attention invite lists of different 
types of rings through your newspaper. Award 
guest tickets to your engagement for the best lists. 


JEWELRY STORE PROMOTIONS 


The title, RING OF FIRE, presents strong oppor- 
tunities for jewelry store promotions. Shoppers 
will notice the ‘‘fire’’ of diamonds, sapphires, 
rubies, emeralds and other precious stones set in 
rings at the suggestion of a smart ad line like, 
‘For the very best give a RING OF FIRE from 
Brown's. See RING OF FIRE at (your theatre and 
playdate).’’ This should result in co-op ads plus 
window and counter displays. 


STREET BALLYHOO 


Have your sign shop make a ‘‘Ring’”’ from a Hula 
hoop or similar hoop, which can be worn around 
the waist. Attach flame-colored cellophane or 
crepe paper to the hoop to resemble real flames. 
Dress an attractive model, preferably with flame- 
colored hair, in flame-colored costume, and have 
her walk about the streets in busy parts of town 
where she is sure to be seen, wearing the ‘‘ring.”’ 
Be sure she is properly bannered for title as well 
as theatre and playdate credits.

Have local florist create 
an arrangement of fiery flowers and name it 
RING OF FIRE. Display it with a window card 
carrying your credits.

Conduct a contest through your newspaper to 
find the outstanding fireman in your community. 
Invite letters naming him and describing what he 
has done to achieve this distinction. Limit entries 
to 50 words or less. Tie-in with local department 
store for gift certificate prize to be given to 
winner at your opening.

This also applies to outdoor 
burning or brush, leaves or 
debris. 

So Smokey, the popular 
bear, says: ‘“‘Follow these 
Rules:”’ 

CRUSH OUT YOUR 
SMOKES! When  out-of- 
doors, stop to smoke in safe 
places only. With the side 
of your shoe, clear a space 
in the surface litter down to 
the mineral soil. Drop your 
cigar, cigarette butt, or pipe 
ash on this cleared spot. 
With the heel of your shoe, 
grind it into the ground 
until you’re sure it’s out. 
When driving, use your ash 
tray. NEVER throw 
burning material from any 
vehicle. 

BREAK YOUR MATCH 
IN TWO! This safety test 
will insure that the flame is 
extinguished. Always feel 
the burnt end before throw- 
ing your match away. Al- 
ways make sure your match 
is DEAD OUT — a good 
habit, for home or woods. 

DROWN YOUR CAMP.- 
FIRE! Before you build a 
campfire, scrape away all 
inflammable material from 
a spot 6 feet in diameter. Dig 
a hole in the middle and 
build your fire there. Keep 
it small. Never build a 
campfire against trees, logs, 
or near brush. Before leav- 
ing your campfire, stir the 
coals while soaking them 
with water. Turn the sticks 
over and soak both sides, as 


well as the earth around the 
fire. Make sure the last 
spark is dead out by feeling 
the embers with your bare 
hand. 

USE CARE IN BURN- 
ING! First of all, find out 
if your state laws require a 
permit for burning brush or 
debris. If so, get one from 
your local fire warden or 
ranger. Have plenty of help, 
tool, and water handy. 
NEVER burn slash, grass, 
leaves, or brush in unusually 
dry, hot, or windy weather. 

As Smokey points out: 
“‘Remember, only YOU can 
prevent forest fires.”’

Forest Fires! 


Forest fires have ranked 
with floods, earthquakes, 
and tornadoes as major 
calamities. 

For sheer loss of human 
life, the Peshtigo, Wiscon- 


sin, fire of 1871 rates as one 


of the worst disasters our 
country has ever known. 
Entire towns and communi- 
ties were destroyed. Fifteen 
hundred people were killed, 
five times as many as in the 
great Chicago fire which 
began the same day. 

The Cloquet fire in 1918 
gutted and left in ashes the 
community of Cloquet, 
Minnesota, a thriving town 
of 12,000 people. The Tilla- 
mook, Oregon, fire in 1933 
burned 12 billion board-feet 
of high-quality timber, and 
the loss was estimated at 
$350 million. 

In the Maine fires of 1947, 
hospitals, schools, churches, 
hotels, homes, farms and 
businesses were wiped out. 
The Red Cross alone spent 
$2,357,000 for relief and 
rehabilitation.

If You’re Lost In Wilds 


Have you ever been lost? 


Every vacation season 
thousands of city dwellers 
head for the great outdoors, 
roam our nation’s forests, 
fields and mountains. Away 
from paved streets and 
familiar landmarks, they 
may suddenly realize that 
they don’t know where they 
are. 


Here is what to do if this 
happens to you: 


Merely being out of sight 
of others in a strange forest 
gives many a man the creeps 
—a natural feeling but a 
dangerous one. Never yield 
to it. In the mountains a 
grip of panic is too often 
the grip of death. 


“Finding oneself when 
lost is the test of a man,” 
says a veteran forester who 
has seen men, women and 
even children save them- 
selves by sheer pluck and 
presence of mind. Loss of 
mental control is more seri- 
ous than lack of food, water, 
clothing or possible prox- 
imity of wild animals. 


The following helpful rules 
are worth remembering: 


Stop, sit down and try to 
figure out where you are. 


Use your head, not your 
legs. 


If caught by night, fog, or 
a storm, stop at once and 
make camp in a sheltered 
spot. 


Don’t wander about. 


Travel only down hill. 


Don’t yell,don’t run, don’t 
worry, and above ll, 
don’t quit. 


If caught out toward 
nightfall, the traveler is 
urged to find a shelter 
quickly—a ledge, a large 
boulder or a fallen tree and 
clear a space of ground. If 
without a blanket, one 
should use leaves and 
branches to shelter himself 
as best he can. 


A word from the foresters 


|to the new camper, hiker, 


or vacationist — 


In going alone into the 
forest it is well to go pre- 
pared to get lost. A fish line 
and a few hooks, matches 
in a waterproof box, a com- 
pass, a map, a little concen- 
trated food, and a strong 
knife carried along may 
save a lot of grief. A gun 
may help as a signal, seldom 
for game. 


Keep the old brain in 
commission and the chances 
are you will come out of the 
woods on your own feet. 


DAVE BEGAN 
AT NINE 


David Janssen, star of 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s 
“Ring of Fire,” started his 
screen career as a,boy of 
nine in a couple of ‘“Tarzan’”’ 
flickers starring Johnny 
Weissmuller and, later, 
Buster Crabbe. 


His youthful debut can 
be attributed to the fact 
that both his mother and 
grandmother had _ careers 
in vaudeville and the stage. 
Born in a small town in 
Nebraska, David was 
literally whisked from the 
cradle to a back-stage trunk.

Janssen and his co-stars 
had to weather such physi- 
cally dangerous scenes as 
raging forest fire, scale a 
high cliff, and the crash of 
a train from a trestle.

Yet, the fact remains that 
Janssen learned to operate 
a locomotive and bravely 
ran it along a track that 
parallels a huge Jumber mill 
which had been purposely 
set afire. 


“Realism, of course, can 
always be taken to an ex- 
treme,”’ Janssen says, “‘but 
in ‘Ring of Fire’ I believe it 
was justified. This was a 
unique picture in that there 
could be no retakes, and I 
believe every actor owes 
too much to the producer 
and director to risk spoiling 
a scene by refusing to do 
anything with personal 
danger involved.”’

After Andrew and Vir- 
ginia Stone sank the Ille de 
France for Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer’s great suspense 
motion picture, ‘“The Last 
Voyage,’ everyone asked: 

“What will they do for 
an encore?”’ 

The answer came in 
their new MGM production, 
“Ring of Fire,” in which 
the husband-wife masters of 
suspense successively burn 
a lumber mill, stage a forest 
fire and then topple a loco- 
motive and two coaches over 
a 240-foot high railroad 
trestle. 

Andrew and Virginia, 
known in Hollywood as 
Mr. and Mrs. Suspense, are 
not only devotees of realism 
in their motion picture pro- 
ductions, but are insistent 
upon it to the point that 
they, their actors and their 


| crew often appear to be in 


serious personal danger. But 
they rely on two factors, 
the axiom that “the show 
must go on’”’ are careful 
pre-filming planning which 
removes every element of 
risk from their physically 
difficult shots. 

‘““We haven’t lost an actor 
yet,” Stone grins, but be- 
neath the facade of humor- 
ous concern there lies a deep 
personal dedication that real 
people can play dangerous 
scenes without injury if —

and it’s a big “if’’—proper 
precautions are taken. 
When a producer-director 
like Stone is burning the 
real thing there can, of 
course, be no retakes. Every- 
thing has to work like the 
mechanism of a fine watch 
on the first go-round or 
the whole picture has 
vanished in the smoke. 


““We had technical experts 
check every phase before 
we started our fires,’’ Stone 
explained. “‘The actors, 
principally David Janssen 
and Joyce Taylor, were as 
a result thoroughly satistied 
that there was no serious 
personal danger.”’ 


But in spite of the pre 
cautions, a premature 
explosion almost caused 
disaster. The players, the 
Stones and the crew fled for 
their lives, leaving the 
abandoned locomotive in 
which they were filming 
alongside the blazing mill. 
At the last second, a special 
effects technician, Herman 
Townsley, raced into the 
inferno, mounted the loco- 
motive and, although never 
having operated one in his 
life, moved it to safety — 
along with the equipment 
and the exposed film. 


So satisfied were Janssen, 
Miss Taylor, Frank Gorshin 
and Jimmy Johnson in the 
precautions Stone took for 
a dangerous cliff side shot, 
that they all elected to do 
the scene themselves, rather 
than rely on stunt doubles. 


This is the way the Stones 
get their spectacular realis- 
tic scenes which, although 
filmed with every safeguard, 
keep audiences thrill-bound. 


“RING OF FIRE” 
BASED ON FACT 


Climactic scenes of 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s
